SEVER HuVDRED MILLION WANTED, 


Great Crowd Appear in the Treasury 


Department to See the Bids 


Opened-The Popular Loan 


A Success. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The Secretary 


of the Treasury, to-dav, opened the bids 
for one hundred million dollars United 
States four per cent, 30 years bonds, re- 
ceived under his call of January 6th* 
The actuary of the treasury calculates 
that the bidder, to realize three per cent 
interest on his investment should bid 
119329. 
For five per cent loan of Feb- 


ruary 1891, government realized 111.- 
323. For five per cent loan November 
1894, it got 117.077. For four per cent 
loans of February 1895, the syndicate 
paid 9104.491. At 9 o'clock this morning 
the force of clerks in the loans and cur- 
rency division began opening and sched- 
uling the bids. None of those thus en- 
gaged were allowed to leave the room 
till time for receiving bids closed, to, 
guarantee against premature informa 
tion getting out. Bids were announced 
from schedule m the secretary's office, 
where a large number of bidders and 
representatives and members of the 
press had gathered. The interest mani- 
fested far exceeded that which attended 
either of the bond sales, and as early as 
9:30 o'clock prominent capitalists from 
New York and elsewhere began to arrive 
at the treasury. Opening and schedul- 
ing bids were conducted under direction 
of Ass't Stc'y Curtis by a committee 
consisting of United States Treasurer 
Morgan, Comptroller Uckela and the 
chief of thedivison of loans and cur- 
rency, Huntington. Bids came in rap- 
idly all morning and at 11 o'clock the 
expectation of the tiojsury officials was 
that the loan would be largely over sub- 
scribed and bonds would bring a good 
price. 


At 12:14 Comptroller Eckles an- 


nounced that up to that time 3,707 bids 
had been received, aggregating $.180,- 
232,')00, ranging in price from par to 119 
and a fraction, and that bids not yet 
opened would probably raise the num- 
ber to 4,500, aggregating 
$75,000,000 


more. 


The big syndicate bids were not re- 


ceived till this morning. It was impos- 
sible at 1 p. m. to give the exact amounts 
or prices, as the force of clerks were 
swamped with work tabulating the vast 
number of bids received before. The 
earlier bidders, except two from Phila- 
delphia for two million each, ranged in 
amount from fifty dollars to three hun- 
dred thousand. The treasury tabula- 
ted bids according to the price offered. 


The United States Trust company's 


bid for government bonds was for 876,- 
000,000 at 110.075 and an additional 810,- 
000,000 at lower figures. There were 34 
bids aggregating $988,300 at 110.2992; 
154 bids aggregating 93,360,450 at 110; 53 
bids aggregating 91,269,750 at 110.050. 
Joe. Pulitzer, proprietor of the New York 
World, bid for a million dollars' worth 
at 114. Various New York financial in- 
stitutions bid for amounts ranging from 
two hundred thousand to four millions 
each. 
J. P. Morgan, Harvey Fisk & Son, and 


Deutscber banks of Berlin, aa syndicate, 
bid for the entire one hundred millions 
atllO.C878. Up to 1-45, 4,640 bide were 
opened, aggregating 9684,269,850. 


Comptroller Eckels announced a bid 


for one bundled millions of new bonds 
from 9 doctor in Michigan and one for 
sixteen million from some one in Texas.

the new loan, leaving out those of doubt 
ful authenticity, is 4,640.

Beside his body lay the 
revolver, and empty cartridge shells 
were scattered about the room; and on 
i. chair lay a whetstone and two big 
cnives, sharpened to a razor's edge. 
Klateke evidently intended to make 
sure in case his revolver failed.

He then emptied four more 
bullets into the lifeless form at his feet. 
A crowd hastily gathered, and Wood- 
ward ran north toward Canton. As his 
pursuers gained on him he changed his 
course and ran west to St. Davids, 
another small mining town, about a mile 
and a half west of Dunfermline.

news of the murder soon reached St.

New Yoik and look up the title of the 
estate, and also five an opinion as to 
whether the heirs have 
sufficient 


grounds on which to contest the 
church's right to ownership of the 
property. 


It was stated by the secretary of the 


meeting that the heirs not only claim 


cres and 75 square rods in the 


heart of New York city, valued at be- 
tween $7flo,000,000 and $800,CI()(J.OOO, but 
also 880,000,000 worth of land in Hol- 
land. 


It was also stated that the claimants 


to this vast property, so far as 'discov- 
ered, number 1,310. These all claim 
to be descendants of Anneke Jans, the 
daughter of Wolfred Weler, a king of 
Holland. 


Anneke Jans came to America in the 


Mayflower and purchased land in New 
York known us "King's Garden," now 
possessed by the Trinity church cor- 
portion. The claimants assert that 
Jans never lost title to the property. 
The corporation claims that the title 
was given them by Queen Anna of 
England. Another meeting of the 
heirs will be held to-day. 


THERE IS NO STRAIN

Or at Least Hurried the Bz-PiesUten 


into Writing and Making It Public

the Party in the Stata. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 5.—Some inter 


estlng inside information regarding 
the immediate cause of Mr. Harrison' 
determination not to be a candidate 
came to the surface yesterday in state- 
ments of his friends, and there seems 
now to be no doubt but the fac 
tlbnal fight between John K. Gowdy 
and E H. Nebecker for the party 
chairmanship hurried the ex-presiden 
into writing the letter, if it did no 
canie him to determine to retire from 
the presidential field. 


During the contest between Ne 


becker and tiowdy the friends of th 
former constantly obtruded Harrison 
into the fight, saying that he was fo 
Nebecker, and by combining the ex 
federal office holders against Howdy 
gave color to the statement. 


Mr. Gowdy declared that Mr. Harri 


•on was taking no part in the contest 
but when his personal friends and ex 
appointees were all for Nebecker, i 
•was believed that Gowdy was trying 
to hide the ez-president's hand in th 
contest. It is certain that the grea 
majority of Harrison's friends were 
opposed to Gowdy, and wherever i 
was possible to make capital out of thi 
fact thay declared that Harrison wa 
in favor of Nebecker. 


The bitterness engendered between 


the friends of the two aspirants fo 
the chairmanship was made to extent 
to Harrison, and it is said that he san 
in the attitude of the factions not onb 
danger to the party in the state, bu 
to unanimous action in support of him 
for the presidency. 


It has now been decided that the 


party machinery will make no effor 
to control the district conventions 
which will meet March 7 to select 
national delegates, SO to be chosen in 
the 13 districts, leaving four at large 
to be mimed by the state convention. 


GEN. HARRISON'S WITHDRAWAL

dldate*' Prospect*. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Leading re 


publicans of the house, who have 
been spoken to do not, as a rule 
feel that Gen. Harrison's withdrawal 
from the presidential race will materi- 
ally affect the prospects of the other 
candidates. The Ohio representatives 
of course, believe that McKinley wil 
secure the support of the Indiana 
delegation. This opinion is shared by 
representatives 
from other states. 


Other gentlemen believe that the In 
diana delegation 
will divide its 


strength among1 the various candi- 
dates. The Indiana republicans—if the 
members of congress from that state 
fairly reflect the sentiments of their 
constitutes—while believing Gen. Har- 
rison to be sincere, indulge the hope 
that an exigency may arise which may 
require the convention to nominate 
him.

apply occupied ttio senate during the 
remainder of the day's session,- By a 
vote of -."> to 44 the senate refused to 
take up the urgent deficiency bill, and 
by a vote of 40 to 2.> it decided to take 
up Mr. Dubois' (rep , Idaho) resolution 
to amend the rules. 


The resolution was discussed until 


5:30, when it went ov«r without action, 
the senate adjourning until to-mor- 
row. 


HOUSE. 


Immediately on the opening of the 


session of 
the 
house to-day, Mr. 


Dingley (rep , Me.), chairman of the 
committee on ways and means, re- 
ported, with a recommendation that 
the house do not concur in the senate 
substitute therefor the bill passed in 
December, authorizing the issue of 
bonds to protect the gold reserve and 
to provide against temporary deficien- 
cies in the revenue. 


Mr. Crisp (dem., Ua.) stated that the 


report was not an unanimous one— 
that the minority of the committee 
urged the house to accept the senate's 
free coinage substitute. 


Mr. Diujrl.v gave notice that, at the 


close of the consideration of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia appropriation bill, 
he would ask the house to take up the 
the committee s report. 


By unanimous consent, a number of 


measures were considered and passed, 
among them a house bill authorizin g 
the appointment of commissioners to 
treat with the Shoshone, Arapahoe 
and Bannock Indians in Montana and 
Idaho for the surrender of any rights 
claimed by them under treaties with 
the United States to hunt upon unoc- 
cupied public land. 
This bill grew 


out of the outbreak at Jackson's Hole, 
last summer. 


The rest of the day until 4:35 o'clock 


was spent in further consideration of 
the District of Columbia appropria- 
tions. The debate continued upon the 
question whether or not public funds 
should be appropriated for charitable 
purposes to be expended by private 
and sectarian institutions. The charge 
that the A. P. A. was influencing 
members to oppose such appropria- 
tions was made and at times some heat 
was generated in the debate. 


By its vote the house, in committee 


of the whole, indicated its purpose to

WABASH WRECK. 


C. Frank Hofi; of Decatur, Killed, 


and Two Otter Men Badly 


Hart. 


BODY OF FIREMAS BROUGHT HEBE. 


Particulars of the Fatality-Train Run- 


ing Ahead of Time—Father of 


Hoff Comes to the City 


from Maroa. 


EDWARDSVILLE, 111., Feb. 6^-A head- 


end collision between two freight trains 
on the Wabash railroad occurred six 
miles east of 'here between 3 and 
o'cloQic yesterday afternoon. Fireman 
Charles Hoff, of Decatur, was killed; 
Engineer 1, H. flardgrave has a leg 
broken in two places, and John Moy, 
brbkeman, has a severely crushed thigh. 


The eastbound local freight, No.70, 


was near Carpenter, where it usually 
passed through freight No. 97, going 
west. The local was running at the 
rate of 35 miles an hour when it ap- 
proached 
Carpenter Hill 
and 
the 


through train was discovered. It was 
then too late to jump. AH those on the 
through train jumped and escaped un 
injured. 


The injured aad dead were brought 


here, and Coroner Kinder held an in- 
quest last night. The engines of both 
trains were demolished and box cars are 
piled up as high as telegraph poles. The 
blame for the accident seems to rest on 
the engineer of the through train. The 
conductor observed that he was running 
by Carpenter instead of taking the 
siding. He and the brakeman signaled 
repeatedly, and the engineer finally saw 
the signals and put on brakes. The 
train was slowing up when the Carpen- 
ter Hill curve was reached and the col- 
lision took place. 


MEWS IK DECATUH. 


The news of the wreck was received 


in Decatur soon after 3 o'clock,, when 
Mr. Needham started for the scene with 
the wreck train and crew. The crew 
was got together in a hurry and no time 
Was lost in starting on the journey to 
Carpenter, a distance of nearly 100 aiiles. 
But meager particulars of the accident 
could be obtained last night, because all 
the reports went to Litchfield, and no 
trains could get past Carpenter for De- 
catur until a late hour. 


It was known, however, that C. Frank 


Hoff, the fireman on the local freight, 
had been killed. His wife resides on 
L^afland avenue,and the Wabash officials 
sent a messenger to the house to give 
her the sad news. The mother of the 
deceased fireman, Mrs. Cornelius Hoff, 
of Maroa, who was in the city on a visit, 
was at the house.'and she too received 
the first information of the fatality. The 
announcement prostrated both women. 
They remained at hove and passed an 
anxious night, waiting for the arrival of 
the body which was hourly expected. 


Cornelius Hoff, of Maroa, father of 


the young man, came down from Maroa 
last evening, accompanied by his brother. 
Constable David Hoff. 
Both men were 


at the Wabash telegraph office last night 
and got all the information they' could 
from Edwardsville and Carpenter. Both 
felt very badly, but could do nothing 
but wait. 


The deceased was an extra fireman on 


the road. 1'be regular fireman laid off 
two days ago, and Hoff took his place 
only to meet his death in the wreck. 
Hoff was aged 33 years. His first wife 
and a son reside at Clinton. It has been 
stated that th'e deceased was a member 
of a lodge of the Knights of Pythias, 
this city. It is not true. He has not 
been a member of the lodge in ques- 
tion for six or eight years. 


ARRIVAL OP BODY — TAKEN TO MAROA. 
The body of Charles Hoff was brought 


to this city this morning and was taken 
to Maroa on the Illinois Central train. 
Mrs. Hoff, the wife of the deceased, ac- 
companied by her sister, Miss Davidson, 
and two of her lady friends, were at the 
djpot awaiting the arrival of the body. 
Cornelius Hoff, father of the deceased, 
and Undertaker Rammel, of Maroa, 
came to the city to meet the body. Ipte. 
Hoff lives on East Leafland avenue, an^ 
it was her wish that the body be taken 
to her home for a few hours. The un- 
dertaker, however, insisted that all the 
arrangements' had been made and that 
it would be impossible to detain the 
body here. He said that if Mrs. Hoff 
would go to Maroa she would be cared 
for till after the funeral. She lefuaed 
to go but when the body was taken off 
the Wabash train and put on the Con-: 
tral train she submitted and accompa- 
nied the body to Maroa.

A New Windmill. 


F. R. Good, who came here from King 


tisher, Oklahoma, is exhibiting a new 
style windmill which he has invented. 
He1 has the mill set up in Cool Bros' 
grocery store and he wants to show it 
to Decatur manufacturers. The mill 
head differs from other makes in several 
respects. The pitman is so made that it 
gives two strokes to each revolution of 
the pitman wheel, making it pump 
one-half more water than any other 
mill in a given length of time and 
the inventor claims that it will pump 
water in light winds where other mills 
will not work at ail. The construction 
of the millhead is simple and can easily 
be put together. It weighs 216 pounds, 
which is claimed to be fifty pounds 
lighter than any other millhead, thus 
tusking less weight on the tower and 
being less liable to blow over in a wind 
storm, Mr. Good says that he will put the 
mill in the hand of some manufacturing 
company or start a stock company. He 
is a nephew of Reuben Betzer, of this 
city, and formerly lived here.
